Bears 
heavily, even on young vines. Vines pianted in open ground spring. 
of 1878, are this year (1879) producing 25 bunches of fruit. Plants 
set spring of 1877, are producing 25 lbs. each. A vine four years 
planted, is carrying not less than 4o Ibs. of superior fruit.
